Board Of Trade 
Checking Up. . 


At a very well attended meeting 
of the Didsbury and District Board 
of Trade, held in the Lions hall, 
Monday night, many important 
matters came under the hammer. 

Complaints and discussion took 
place on the blocking of the main 
crossing by C.P.R. freight trains. 
Some of these stoppages have 
caused a traffic hold-up for as long 
as 20 minutes, far over the pre- 
scribed time limit for blockage of 
a main artery by trains. A motion 
was passed that the Board of 
Transport commissioners be con- 
tacted to see if something can be 
done about the long, long wait. 


Another matter before the meet- 
ing was the paving of the road from 
the hospital to the C.P.R. tracks, 
and the moving of power and tele- 
phone poles, No report has been 
received from the government when 
the proposed project will get under- 
way, 

The question of Saturday closing 
hours for July and August was 
batted around but no final decision 
was made. Neighboring communi- 
ties will be contacted as to. their 
plans for these two months. 


A contractor from Calgary, Mr. 
Tom Hansen, answered questions 
on housing, financing and locations 
for a suggested housing project 
within the confines of “our town.”

CUTWORM CONTROL:— After 
the trouble we have had with cut- 
worms last year most of us are 
concious about this pest. There 
are several species of cutworm. 
Most of them destroy seedlings by 
cutting them off at or just below 
the surface, so that the plants fall 
over and die, If, at sundawn the 
air is warmer than the soil they 
come to the surface and crawl on 
it in search of young plants. 

Sometimes they will climb the 
leaf and puncture holes through it 
but usually they are content to cut 
the plants off at about ground 
level. If the air is cooler than the 
soil they tend to remain just be- 
low ground level, particularly so 
when ‘the soil is loose and dry. 

Cereal crops as well as most gar- 
den plants are subject to the rav- 
ages of cutworms, They thrive 
particularly well in a season when 
there is very little moisture. For 
the protection of garden plants the 
use of ALDRIN DUST is recom- 


| mended, 


This can be dusted into the open 
furrow at seeding time and covered 


with the seeds. It can also be 
dusted on the plants as they 
emerge, however, the latter is not 
as effective. 


For cereal crops cutworms can 
be controlled by the use of either 
Endrin or Dieldrin, with the for- 
mer being preferred. This chemical 
is applied at the first sign of cut- 


sprayer. It is necessary to use 10 
gallons or more of water per acre 
for this job along with two to four 
ounces of Endrin. This will cost 
from 75c to $1.50 per acre. This 
is much less expensive than having 
to re-seed.

On the other hand, we also know 
that God at times permits evil to 
touch us, He: does this because of 
His love for us.
